Doom Famous Skoda Gun Plant

Perplexing Status of Hungary 
May Prolong Negotiations— 
Big Four Discuss Situation. 


PARIS, May 15,.(Associated Press.)— 
The peace terms will probably be pre- 
sented to the Austrian delegation next 
Wednesday. The terms, it is under- 
stood, require the dismantling of the 
famous Skoda Works and other arma- 
ment plants. , 

The Council of Four this morning dis-- 
cussed with its military advisers the 
military -terms of the Austrian treaty. 
It #8 understood that these are similar 
to those in the German treaty, including 
the prohibition of cons¢éription. 

The failure of the Hungarian Gov- 
ernment to respond to the invitation to 
send delegates to France to receive 
peace terms and the general uncertainty 
as to Hungarian conditions probably 
will delay conclusion of the Austrian 
peace negotiations. The problems re- 
lating to Austria and Hungary overlap 
so greatly, the Allies feel, that many 
phases -of them must be considered 
jointly. 

Professor Philip C., Brown, an at- 
taché of the ~ American Embassy ‘in 
Vienna, who has been in Budapest -re- 
cently, arrived today from Hungary 
bringing unsatisfactory reports. of the 
Perplexity is ad- 
mitted in conference circles as to the 
actual conditions in Hungary, ‘also 
ignorance as to whether the Béla Kun 
Government is crewing weaker or 
stronger. 

The Austrian peace pie Read slept 
late today. at their quarters in St. Ger- 
main-en-Laye. After arising, they went 
to their offices to prepare for the work 
ahéad,. The delegates said they “ap- 
preciated very much the dinner served 
them on their arrival: yesterday, being 
pleased especially with the wine and 
coffee. 

The delegates. strolled freely through 
the‘streets and parks of St. Germain-en- 
Laye, .apparently enjoying . complete 
freedom of movement. There were no 
barriers there like those which surround 
the German delegates at Versailles,

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Opposition 
to the League of Nations covenant as 
embraced in the Treaty of Peace was 
voiced today by Senator Knox of Penn- 
sylvania, who in a brief statement de- 
clared that it would be ‘‘ national sui- 
cide ’’ for America to enter into such a 
pact. The Pennsylvanian insisted that 
the’ covenant must be amended so as to 
arotect’ America’s control over its own 
interests. s 

Mr. Knox:-has béen in close touch with 
Senator Lodge, Republican leader of the 
Senate, ard other Senators since his re- 
turn to the Capitol, and his views are | 
believed to reflect the attitudd that will | 
be assumed in the Senate by conserva- 
tive Republicans when the sevenant is 
taken up. 

When Senator Borah, leader of the 
radical opponents of the League of Na- 
tions, heard of Mr. Knox’s critictems of 
the covenant he remarked: ‘“ That is 
encouraging. I am glad to know that 
Mr. Knox takes that ground.” 

Mr. Knox allowed it to be known that 
he intended soon to go into’ an ex- 
haustive discussion of the covenant.’ He

‘The contention that the Senate, which

my opinion,- wholly uritenable and con- 
trary to precedent. 

**It de my intention at a convenient 
time. to discuss the revision’ at some 
length, with a view to showing, as I 
claimed in an address delivered in Pitts- 
burgh'on May 2, that the revised draft 
is more obféctionable than’ the original 
one, that the changes do not meet the 
objectioris so generally made to the orig- 
inal, and that it would be equivalent to 
national suicide to enter into such a 
compact, and, further, that without au- 
thority from the people the treaty-mak- 
ing power, nor indeed Congress, cannot 
delegate to any five, nine, or other num- 
ber 6f representatives of foreign Gov- 
ernments powers that the people have 
delegated to them or reserved to them- 
selves.”’ 

Mr. Knox declined to particularize the 
features of the covenant which he in- 
sists must be amended to make the 
document acceptable from the American 
viewpoint. When the original draft was 
made public, Mr. Knox attacked, as one 
of the flaws of the covenant, Article 
X., which obligates the United ‘States 
to help protect’ the territoria} integrity 
and political independence of member 
nations. This clause remains in the 
revised draft.

UNABLE TO GET UP SPEED 


{The Craft Had Reached Rough 


Water and a Take-Off Was 
: impracticable.

TREPASSEY, N. F., May 15.—Un- 
able to get rising speed on account of 
a stiff cross Wind until out into rough 


water where a- takeoff was ‘imprac- 
ticable, the American seaplanes NC-1 
and NC-3 made a vain attempt to start 
The transatlantic flight late this after- 
noon. The effort was abandoned just 
as the long-delayed NC-4, captained 
by- Lieut. Commander A. C. Read, 
made a perfect landing at 7:08 o'clock, 
after having lost two hours and twen- 
ty-three minutes by a forced landing 
eight miles froni shore and’ eighteen 
miles out’ of Halifax. Her time:in the 
air.Was six hours fourteen minutes. 
The NC-1 and NC-3 were just mov- 
ing back through the narrows for a 
new start wirefy NC-4 was sighted, and 


her coming, coupled with the fact that-}: 


the pilots of both departing planes 


‘were so wet from waves, whipped by 


a thirty-five-mile westerly wind, led 
Commander Towers, the expedition 
head, to decide not to send them into 
the air again. There is every prob- 
ability of a start tomorrow if the NC-4 
can be overhauled and. refueled. in 
time.. .Whether the NC-1. and NC-3 
‘will start -without NC-4 if the- latter 


proves to need more. atténtion than. 


was shown bya superficial examina- 
tion in the darkness is not settled. 

Commander Towers, consenting for 

the first time here to talk for publi- 
cation, said: 
** Yes, we made at last one attempt, 
but that was little. We were a little 
too far out into the rough water when 
we got up speed enough... We had 
reached the rough water at the en- 
trance to the. harbor too soon, and 
had we kept going we could not have 
taken off into the wind.’’ 

He meant that because of the’ neces- 
sity of swinging.to' the left to head 
into the wind both planes would havé 
crashed into the bank at the left of 
the harbor mouth looking seaward. 

‘* We made. only that one attempt 
actually to get _up,’’ said Commander 
Towers, ‘‘ and in the course of that 
the pilots got so wet that I could not 
consider permitting them to go into 
the air in that condition. Just as.this 
situation: presented itself we sighted 
the NC-4 coming into the harbor and 
we called it off for the night. In fact 
we were coming back for another 
start, the NC-3 being towed by a gig 
to save her engines. 

‘* We found the water.in the Nar- 
rows so high that it was impossible to 
cast loose, and she returned to the 
mooring ‘buoy under her own power.’’ 

The reason for attempting to tow 


‘the NC-3 was that her engines were 


not working perfectly as she flew 
down the harbor, although she would 
doubtless be all right once the oil was 
thoroughly warm: 

Including the taxying time and the 
moments elapsing while the seaplanes 
Were,at the. mouth of the Narrows, 
they were hidden. from all: but a few 
watchers-who had climbed a hill at 
the east‘ end of the Narrows, where

TREPASSEY, May 15. —The NC-4 ar- 
rived here. at 6:41 Halifax time (5:41 
New York time), making for her moor- 
ings just as her. sister seaplanes were 
returning to their stations after giving 
up the attempt to start for the.» Azores 
today. 

Lieutenant Commander A. C. Read of 
the NC-4 hoped to have his machine 
overhauled and ready to fly with the 
other: planes if they are able to get 
away. tomorrow. 

The NC-4 was apparently unharmed 
by her flight from Halifax, but an ex- 
amination will be made tonight to de- 
termine whether any repairs are neces- 
sary before the ‘‘,big jump.’’. She came 
into the harbor from the east, flying 
low, and was greeted by cheers from the 
sailors and,,natives. who had gathered 
to see the ‘'One”™ and ‘‘ Three”’ get 
away.

Commander Read went aboard the 
Aroostosk to réport to Lieut.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Scarcely had 
officers. of the navy .this afternoon 
ceased ‘sounding the praise of the diri- 


| gible C-5 for its splendid run from Mon- 


tauk Pointito Newfoundland in twenty- 
five hours and fifty minutes tyan word 
was flashed to the Navy Department at 


5:10 o’clock this afternoon by the U. 8S. 
8. ‘Chicago that the c-5 had - broken 
from its moorings and ‘drifted out to sea 
without her. crew. 

Unofficial word reached the depart- 
ment before sunset that the navy sea- 
planes NC-1 and NC-3 had left Trepas- 
sey Bay for the Azores and the Depart- 
meént ‘was on edge for an active night in 
an effort to keep track of the seaplanes 
as. they passed the various, station ships 
in thé group of twenty constituting the 
chain between Trepassey Bay and the 
Azore Islands, : 

No official: repart:. was receiyed by the 
Department that either of these planes 
had. actually ‘“‘hopped. off'’ for the 
Azores. on.the longest. and most impor- 
tant leg of theli pFojected ‘transatlantic 
‘flight, but through news channels {t 
was Vater. learned’ that the NC-1 and: 
NC-3. had ‘put back: into harbor at Tre- 
passey Bay and that the NC4, which 
had arrived safely from Halifax, had 
joined them.

Little’ s hand and 
the dirigible, relieved of the strain, 
broke her anchor moorings and began 
to ascend skyward. 

Littie ordered two mechanics, Boyne 

and Lynch,.who were.in the machine 
with him, to jump, and ‘he followed * 
them just in time to prevent going up 
with the balloon. 
* A strong eastetly wind quickly- sbi 
the dirigible out over the hills and the.

ST. JOHN'S, N. F., May 15.—Plans of 
| the United States Navy for a trans- 
| atlantic flight by dirigible received a se- 
fious setback this afternoon when the 
giant ‘ blimp” C-5, which had: arrived 
here before noon, burst from her moor- 
| ings in a gale and was swept out to sea 
soon after she had arrived from Mon- 
tauk Point, after being in the air con- 
' tinuously for twenty-five hours and for- 
ty-five minutes. 

The destroyer Edwards immediately 
set-out in pursuit, with orders to bring 
the big gas bag down with anti-aircraft 
artillery if necessary. Even if the Ed- 
wards is able, to rescue the “‘ blimp ’’ be- 
fore some serious misfortune befalls her, 
it probably will require some time to 
repair the damage which will result from 

’ her fall into the ocean. 

-Lieutenant Charles G. Little of New- 
buryport, Mass., who had charge of the 
C5 after her crew had been bundled off 
té:bed aboard the cruiser Chicago, was 
alinost carried away by the fugitive’gas 
bag while making a nervy attempt to 
deflate it. 

‘Seated in the ‘“‘blimp’’ when she broke 
away, he seized the rip cord and gave a 
tug which should have opened up the 
big envelope and permitted the gas to 
escape. The cord broke, however, and 
Lieutenant Little, realizing that he 
would be unable to bring the ship down, 
leaped out from a height of twenty-five 
feet. His only injury was a sprained 
ankle. ; 

The escape of the C-5 followed a long 
struggle by sailors from the cruiser Chi- 
cago to prevent its injury when gusty, 
west winds swept across its mooring 
plave in Quidi Vidi Basin and began 
tossing it about. Several of the sailors, 
clinging to guy ropes, were thrown down 
by the dirigible’s final tug, but none 
was injured. 

A landing crew of 100 men under the 
direction of Lieutenant Little had 
fought with the gale for control of the 
© for six hours before it broke away. 

Bowplates Torn Away. 

‘Wholly unsheltered on the wind swept 
fietd, the dirigible pitched and bucked, 
stripping her bottom of canvas and 
then tearing the bowplates away. Fend- 
ers were placed to. blunt the shock, and 
the men of the landing crew rode wildly 
as they clung to the car through its 
oscillations under succeeding gusts of 
wind, endeavoring to save it. 

Several of the guy ropes snapped and 
were replaced, but for hours the cables 
held, and it was believed the ship would 
be saved. Then the wind rose from 
thirty miles an hour to forty. The 
landing crew was considering letting 
the blimp ride out the gale at the end 
of extended Jines when the rigging on 
the nose of the nacelle gave away and 
it was decided to deflate the envelope. 

Mechanics who were working on the 
engines were ordered to abandon ship 
and all but Lieutenants Little and R. A. 
D. Preston and Chief Machinist’s Mate 
J. J. Crampton went overside. As the 
ship continued to buck, Lieutenant Lit- 
tle ordered the other two to leave. He 
was endeavoring meanwhile to pull the 
rip’ cord and deflate the envelope. 

Thrashed wildly by the wind, the gas 
bag rebounded, and every stay snapped. 
Lieutenant Little gave another tug at 
the rip cord and it broke. He leaped 
from the ship with the end of the rupe 
in his hand ‘as the big bag rose and 
soared off over Kings Hill, northeast of 
the field and just north of Cuckolds 
Cove, whence it had entered a few aours 
previously. 

When last sighted from shore, the C-5 
was disappearing toward the northeast. 
Although the destroyer Edwards set out 
immediately in hot pursuit, navy of- 
ficials said they entertained little hope 
of overtaking it unless it was ‘forced to 
descend into the 

The dirigible might have been saved by 
starting her engines after she had torn 
herself free. but for the fact that the 
mechanics had been interrupted in their 
overhauling of the ship by the. storm 
and the propellers were unsecured, so 
that an attempt to start the engines 
would have thrown them off. 

The log of the airship was saved by 
Chief Machinist's Mate Crampton as he 
leaped overside before it broke away. 

Before. her arrival the United States 
naval dirigible C-5, apparently lost in 
foe, sent wireless messages to the 
cruiser Chicago here this morning, ask- 
fr for Information by which ‘to reshape 
lier course for this port. The Chicago's 
Fuuiw Gyevacur received both telegraph 
and télephone messages from: the flier 
this morning...

wich (9:45 A\ M. New York) time. The 
exact time of the start, from New York 
was 8 A. M. , 

The ‘‘ blimp’s’’ troubles began shortly 
after midnight, Lieut. Commander Coil 
said, when the sky became overcast. 
Before that time the balloonists had 
operated under a full moon, flying at 
an altitude of 1,000 feet. ‘The big craft 
lost its bearings when approaching 
Little ‘Miquelon Isiand, off the south 
coast of Newfoundland, about 170 miles 
from St. John’s. 

Commander Tells of Flight. 

Lieut. Commander Coil described the 
trip as the roughest he had made. -He 
gave credit for the completion of the 
voyage largely to Lieutenant Campbell 
and Lieutenant J. V. Lawrence, both of 
whom, he saii, were weary “‘ and almost 
seasick,’’ but stuck to their posts. 

** We made a ‘ landfall’ at St. Pierre, 
but found ourselves on the west instead 
of the east short of Placentia Bay,’’ 
said the Lieut. Commander. ‘‘ From 
this point we attempted to follow the 
Chicago’s radio directions, but they did 
not work. For the moment we were 
lost. We started ‘cross lots’ and saw 
about all of Newfoundland and I must 
say this is the ‘ doggondest’ island to 
find anything on I ever struck. Event- 
tially we hit the railroad track and fol- 
lowed it to Top Sails, which we identi- 
fied and‘ continued‘on to St. John’s. 
There was considerable fog but it did 
not trouble us.’’ 

Lieut. Commander Coil complimented 
the landing crew which moored the big 
dirigible, calling out, .‘“‘Fine work, 
boys.’” Then he shook hands with the 
shore officers and exclaimed: 

‘“*Let’s get out of here and have a 
smoke.’’ 

Rear Admiral Spencer S. Wood, in 
command of the aviation base, greeted 
the C-5’s commander, who, with his 
brother fliers, was bundled into an auto- 
mobile and hurried to the Chicago for a 
late breakfast. After making a report 
to Washington the aviators turned into 
berths prepared for them on the Chi- 


“the C-5, the sun reflecting from the sil- 


vered fabric of her huge gas bag, nosed 
through Cuckold’s Cove, east of the 
landing field, about an hour before noon, 
local time. Dusty air currents tossed 
the ‘‘ blimp ’’ about above the passage. 
However, the pilots brought the huge 
craft directly over the landing field and 
the anchorage was completed in a few 
moments. 


Engines Stood on End. 


Although the C-5 performed “ per- 
fectly,: the weather did not perform 
nearly so well,’ one of the crew said. 
“At times the winds careened the big 
ship until its engines stood on end and 
stopped, but as soon as the ship righted 
itself the motors went to work again.” 

The dirigible was “‘lost’’ in the fog 
for a time this morning over Avalon 
Peninsula, the southeastern point of 
Newfoundland, he _ said. or two 
hours she cruised about seeking the 
landing field here, which was known to 
the ‘‘ blimp ’’ only by radio description. 
Radio directions received from the base 
served only to complicate the situation, 
for while the base was sending the bear- 
ings of the sending station from the C-5, 
the C-5’s navigators interpreted them as 
the C-5’s bearings from the station. 


SEAPLANES’ EFFORT. BALKED

after taxying about the harbor to 
warm the oil, which had already been 
heated somewhat by steam pipes from 
the.sterns of the Prairie and the 
Aroostook, paraded steadily down the 
harbor in the bright sunlight. The 
NC-1 was leading and the NC-3, fol- 
lowing, gathered speed as she got un- 
der way. Then the NC-1 swung out 
to let the. NC-3, the flagplane, take 
the lead. 

During the time they were out of 
sight the signal men from the hilltop 
roof telegraph office at Trepassey and 
from the crow's nest of the Prairie 
kept the officers and correspondents 
informed of what was happening. 

The NC-4’s continued hard luck 
showed when she was eighteen miles, 
from Halifax. The gauge showed one 
engine was not registering oil press- 
ure. After a vain attempt to restore 
the proper oil -feed the craft was 
brought down and a tedious repair. job 
was accomplished on the water._ The 
NC-4 traveled at an average altitude 
of 2,500. feet, and -once away for the 
second time found traveling conditions 
wonderful, according to Lieut. Com- 
mander Read’s report. The air was 
splendid and the horizon perfect. 

The crew saw the smoke of one de- 
stroyer on the Louise station at a dis- 
tance of twenty-seven miles and made 
out land thirty-five miles away. 

The weather was thick from Guyon 
Light to Trepassey, and desnite a 
wind mounting almost to a gale E. F. 
Stone of the United States Coast 
Guard made a beautiful and perfect 
landing, entering Trepassey at the far 
east over the land and flying so low 
it looked as if the plane would strike 
the housetops. Gliding into the wind 
as he headed directly across the har- 
bor, he brought the seaplane gently to 
the surface near the west shore. 


TREPASSEY, N. F., May 15.—The 
‘* jinx ’’ which visited the NC-4 on the 
initial ‘‘leg’’ of the’ navy’s transat- 
lantic flight Thursday, compelling her 
to put in at Chatham for repairs, 
turned its attention today to the NC-1 
and NC-3 holding them harbor-bound 
while the NC-4 caught up with them 
for the big overseas ‘‘ hop.’’ 

The NC-1, commanded by Lieutenant 
P. N. L. Bellinger, taxied off down the 
harbor at 5:04 P. M., Halifax time, (4:04 
New York time,) hoping for a getaway. 
‘The NC-3, Lieut. Commander John H. 
Towers’s flagship, followed eighteen 
minutes later, to the accompaniment of 
great cheering from the crews of the 
base flotilla and groups of Newfound- 
landers on the shore. 

A short time later, however, both re- 
appeared, and, coming to a stop near 
the mother ships, began, apparently, ‘to 
discharge excess fuel to reduce their 





weight.. A second attempt to “hop off "’ 
was not made, however, and.the big sea- 
planes returned to their. mooring places. 

The appearance of the NC-4, which 
had been sighted shortly after the NC-1 
and NC-3 taxied down the harbor, was 
believed to have influenced Commander 
Towers in his decision to postpone the 
“hop off,’ so that all three planes 
might start together. 

Preparations foe the Flight: 

Early in the morning Lieut. Com- 
mander Towers announced that the 
NC-1 and the NC-3 might start before 
nightfall for the Azores. The NC-4 not 
then having arrived, Commander Tow- 
ers stated that if she left Trepassey 
twelve hours later than her sister planes 
she would be able to make the flight to 
Lisbon in their company. The trans- 
atlantic voyage could not be: delayed 
much longer, he said, because the. de- 
stroyers in the warship patrol were ex- 
hausting their fuel. - . 

Reports from weather observers indi- 
cated favorable conditions over the 
western part of the route to the Azores, 
the eastern section remaining in doubt, 
as no reports. had been received during 
the last twelve hours. - 

New propellers were installed on both 
planes, the extra blades having arrived 
on the destroyer Edwards, which con- 
tinued on te B68t. John’s, with spare 
parts for the dirigible C-5. Commander 
Towers said‘the engines of the NC-1 
and NC-3 were in excellent condition 
after yesterday's test. 

To insure an ample fuel supply for the’ 
Azores flight—1,200 miles if a descent at 
Horta is necessary and 1,350 miles if the 
scheduled cruise to Ponta Delgada is 
made—the aviators had elminated 250 
pounds of equipment, substituting an 
equal weight of fuel. This, it was 
stated, would give the planes a gasoline 
capacity of 1,730 gallons. Practice sex- 
tants were among the articles to be left 
béhind, and. the aviators planned to re- 
duce to a minimum their rations, which 
they said would include only sand- 
wiches, cakes, sweet chocolate, and hot 
coffee. 

The NC-1 Starts. 
“¥¢ the planes failed to take the air 
with six men the extra engineers— 
Christensen on the NC-1 and Rhodes 
on the NC-3— would be debarked, Com- 
mander Towers announced. ‘ 

Fog, which made the flotilla almost 
invisible. from shore yesterday, lifted 
and was followed by rain, which gave 
way this° morning to blue skies: The 
west wind was favorable for a_ start, 
but it was strong enough to whip up 
whitecaps. Commander Towers, show- 
ing no more concern than if he were 
preparing for a few hours’ flight from 
the home station of the planes, con- 
ferred the greater part of the day with

BROCKDORFF DECLARES

Sir—With reference to Articles LV 
ana LYI of the-proposals for the es- 
tablishment.of a League of Nations 
submitted by us, we beg herewith to 
transmit the draft of an international 
agreement on labor law, prepared by 
the German Government. 

The German Government is of one 
mind with the allied and associated 
Governments in holdin that the 
greatest attention must. given to 
labor questions. Domestic peace and 
the advancement. of mankind depend 
meaty on the adjustment of this ques- 

on, . ‘ 

The demands for social justice re- 
peatedly raised in this respect by fhe 
working classes of all nations are only 
partly realized in principle in Section 
XIII. of the draft of peace conditions 
of the allied and associated Govern- 
mentS on the organization of labor. 
The sublime demands have, for the 
most part, been realized in Germany 
with the assistance of the working 
classes, as is generally acknowledged, 
in an exempl manner. In order to 
jag them into execution everywhere 
in the interests of mankind, the ac- 
ceptance of .the program of the Ger- 
man delegation is’ at least necessary.

PARIS, May 13.—No side arrange- 
ment incident to making peace for the 
world is regarded ‘as more important 
than the agreement reached by Ameri-' 
can, British, French, and Japanese 
banking groups for the joint develop- 
ment of China and the extending of 
financial ‘assistance to the Chinese Gov- 
ernment. 

Standing out in this new international 
consortium is the participation of, Japan. 
The Tokio Government, by giving its 
sanc to the consortium, assents to 
the participation of Western nations in 
Chinese affairs. In the minds of some 
Americans concerned, thig new order 
things takes the sting out of the feeling 
that has beeu aroused over the action 
of the great powers in giving Japan 
control of the Shantung Peninsula. 

As explained by tho who partict 
pated in the joint zgement, the de- 
velopment of industrial and commercial 
projects in China and the financing of 
the Chinese Government and its admin- 
istrative parts will not be undertaken, 
as in most instances heretofore, by any 
single national group. Should a Chinese 
province desire to construct a railroad 
through its territorial area, the financial 
aid necessary would be furnished jointly 
by American, British, b'rench, and Japa- 
nese groups. Their supervision of the 
construction and expenditure would be 


joint. 

Heretofore, in the case of Chinese rail- 
way construction financed by several na- 
tional banking groups, each group Con- 
ducted the work only within its supposed 
sphere of influence and when the rail- 
way was constructed its operation Was 
conducted part of the way by one group, 
part by another, and so on. This char- 
acter of administration ends under the 
new consortium. A single administra- 
tion, in which all groups will be repre- 
sented, will be formed. Japan thus 
enters herself as a Western power. She

The new consortium is the direct out- 
come of suggestions made in a note 
from the United States Government to 
the Governments of Great Britain, 
France, and Japan. This note marks a 
distinct and radical departure from the 

revious attitude of the ,.Wilson admin- 
stration—an attitude which those most 
interested prefer to attribute to William 
Jennings Bryan. 

Soon after Bryan became Secretary of 
State our Government withdrew its sup- 
port of the American banking group 
which formed part of what was known 
as the Six-Power Group, organized to 
give financial aid to Ch na. The years 
that have passed since then have’ con- 
vinced the administration of the error of 
this course. Germany and Russia have 
been eliminated from that arrangement 
and a new order of —- for China is 

romised by the Four-Power Group, 
frought into vane, here in Paris in con- 
nection with the Peace Conference.

CRITICISES FRENCH ARMY. 


Deputy Says In East: There Are Too 
Many Officers and Too Few Men.

PARIS, May 14. —Gustave de Jerguez, 
a French Deputy, writing in this morn- 
ing’s Matin concerning an investigation 
he was authorized to make by the 
Chamber, severely criticises the organi- 
zation of the French Army in the Orient. 
He says his first impression from his 
own findings was ‘that “ there is no 
longer an army in the Orient.” 

‘We have not-yet reached the state of 
the Russian volunteers we have seen at 
Odessa, who had 1,900 officers for every 
ten men,” he adds. ‘‘ But there are 
with us too many officers and not 
enough men, too many general staff 
and so many Generals that unity of 
command fs impossible. I could cite 
some units which have only twenty-five 
or thirty rifles to a company. It would 
be better to have one full division than 
six skeletons, otherwise there can be 

nothing but disorder and waste. 

‘‘In the camps at Tarente, Imea, and} 
Saloniki we have found a state of exas- 
peration, and discovered that. Parliament 
is no longer popular with the soldiers. 
Their chief ore is that the Parlia- 
ment has allowed the Government to go 
on without control. 

‘“‘The result of thiseabsence of organ- 
ization among the troops is that victori- 
otis France has lost, so faras the Orient 
is concerned, the benefits of victory.”’

Governor Smith in a letter to the Sal- 


y y officials, made public yes- 
terday, d: 


‘“*E want you to know that it pleases 
me to sallAo the attention of the pedple 
of New York State the campaign which 
will be waged by the Salvation Army, 
during the week beginning May 19, as 
I know they will accept it as their op- 
portunity of reciprocation performed 
during the great war.

AUSTRIA AT-THE CONFERENCE. 
-A delegation of unassuming gentle- 
men, most of them moderate Social- 
ists, has arrived at St. Gefmain to 
find out how much the Peace Con- 
ference is going to leave of an em- 
pire which for centuries was one of 
the great Powers of Europe. The 
Austria of RupoLF, of MaxIMILian, of 
Cartes V., of Prince EUGENE and 
Marshal LaupoN and METTERNICH, 
which collapsed last. Fall, after four 
“years of pounding by the Russian and 
Italian armies from without, under 
the impulse of national insurrections 
within, leaves behind it some pleasant 
cult ly memories hardly sufficient 
to c nterbalance its very dark polit- 
ical jretord. It performed notable 
‘gervites' in holding back the Turks, 
but it lived too long. ‘e 

The Conference is determined not 
to permit the remnant of German 
‘Austria, which has survived after the 
subject nationalities have been shorn 
away, to join the rest of Germany; 
and the Austrians are not without un- 

, easiness as to their future. In 1910 
there were in the whole Austrian half 
‘ef the Dual. Monarchy some 10,000,- 
000 Germans, out of a total popula- 
‘tion of 28,000,000. But many of these 
‘Mved-in the provinces which are lost 
to Austrian sovereignty; the Czechs 
‘get two or thrée millions, the Italians 
wome three hundred thousand, the 
Jugoslavs a considerable number; a 
few will be lost to Poland or Rumania 
or the Ukraine. 

The German population, according 
to the Austrian census, included cer- 
tain groups which will be likely, if 
included in the Czechoslovak Republic, 
to discover that they are Czechs; or 
to find that they are Poles if left 
to Poland; nevertheless, at least a 
quarter of the German, population 
goes to alien sovereignty. The prov- 

 inces: left to German Austria—Upper 
and Lower Austria, Salzburg, perhaps 
half of Tyrol, the bulk of Carinthia 
and a good part of Styria, with per- 
haps.a strip of Carniola—had a popu- 
lation of some seven millions in 1910; 
including several hundred thousand

 & Btate of this sort has small hope 
of prosperous existence by itself with- 
out considerable economic favors from 
its neighbors. Many persons are 
likely still to think that the best solu- 
tion would be to permit German 
‘Austria to be united with the rest of 
Germany; that Austria, fleprivéd of 
her dynasty and much @f her aristoc- 
racy, might prove a valuable counter- 
weight ‘to Prussian influence in the 
German federation.

ey should go out. Kor the same 
reason others were idle in our/harbors 
for a long time until they were seized 
and set at work.~ The owning com- 
panies have received more than: $40;- 
000,000 for the use of their property, 
but the money, which has’ permitted 
payment of large dividends, did not 
come from Germany. Have the peo- 
ple of Holland forgotten the riots in 
shore towns wher bodies of murdered 
fishermen were recovered and shown? 
Have they forgotten their short ra- 
tions due to Germany’s demands-for 
food. supplies? 

Holland needs foodstuffs, raw ma- 
terfal, and coal. Since the armistice 
she has been receiving large quanti- 
ties of these products from the United 
States. Until December our exports 
to Holland during the year 1918 had 
averaged less than $700,000 a month. 
In December they rose to $3,842,- 
000, in January to $10,736,000, and 
have since continued at.about this 
rate. In the four months beginning 
with December we sent to Holland 
$23,000,000 worth of breadstuffs, 11,- 
000,000 pounds of. cotton, 22,000,000 
pounds of cottonseed oil, and 20,000, - 
000 gallons of oil for fuel and lubi- 
cation. Manufacturers there are get- 
ting 155,000 tons of coal a month 
from England, Belgium, and \ this 
country. They want 150,000 more 
and hope to_increase shipments from 
the United States. 1If Holland should 
refuse to give up the ex-Kaiser and 
should insist upon keeping him out 
of court, she could not reasonably ex- 
pect that the United States and Eng- 
land would be eager to fill promptly 
her orders for coal and raw materials, 
which are: also needed in countries 
that are associated with us in the 
war. She might be able to hold and 
cherish the éx-Kaiser, ‘but he cannot 
keep her factories at_work and feed

MARCH, NOT DECEMBER. 

Representative MCARTHUR’s pro- 
posed bill to have Congress meet on 
March 5 instead of the first Monday 
in December is, in effect, ° proposal 
that the new President and the new 
Congress begin work together. It is 
so sane and reasonable a proposal that 
no-one objects to it. Th8 present 
system is a century and’ a quarter 
old. In those:days it took President 
‘WasHINaTon or President Apams a 
long time to find out that. he was 
elected and a long time to get to 
New York or Philadelphia, wherever 
the capital might be,-and a long time 
to make up his mind what recom- 
mendations to submit to~- Congress.

opening of the Pacific Railroad in 1869 
put an end to that argument, and 
from that day to this there has not 
been the slightest: excuse for making 
Congress meet thirteen months after 
it is elected. ‘ 

Indeed, in almost every Congress 
some proposal like Mr. MCARTHUR’s 
has been introduced. They have al- 
ways failed, not because Congress 
was not in favor/of them, but be- 
tause they were weighed down with 
amendments. No-sooner is such a 
proposal introduced .than every man 
with a fad seeks to hook it on to 
this bill so desirable in -itself. One 
man amends it to make the. date of 
inauguration.. April 80;-.another to 
have it apply to the present Congress; 
another to give his party an advan- 
tage by changing the date originally 
Proposed to some other. date; and so 
until the antagonisms aroused 
by the different amendments kill the 
bill. 

If Mr. McARTHUR’s bill is’ passed, 
as it should be, it shouldbe reported 
to. the House without amendments, 
and the party leaders on beth sides 
should enter into an agreement to per- 
mit none from the floor. If neces- 
sary, it should be made a caucus 
measure by both parties, so as to 
prevent the possibility of any foreign 
amendment being tacked on to the 
bill. The reform has always been 
desirable, but now, when great prob- 
lems of reconstruction press upon the 
nation, it 4s all he more needed. It 
is trie thaét#Bresident Wuitson - has 
largely avéidédthe pressure of this 
antiquated rule by calling Congress 
in . extraordinary session, but not 
every President will take his view of 
it, and even in his case it should not 
be left to his judgment or whim 
when the call for the first session 
should be issued. It should be made 
necessary that when he begins busi- 
ness Congress miust begin it, too. 

It will not, of course, affect him 
oc his Administration, unless he 
should be re-elected, for it does not 
become operative. until .1921. But 
‘whoever takes the .Presidential of- 
fice in that year should have Congress 
by his side, ready to co-operate with 
him, just as the third branch of our 
Goverpment, the judicial, is always 
ready. Congressmen should not have 
thirteen months in which to cultivate 
gardens before they get .down to 
work. .The President and his Cabinet 
do not have it, the Supreme Court 
does not.have it; that Congress. has 
it is an anachronism which the times 
‘nave far outgrown.

The congregation at the Abbey in- 
cluded high officials of the Government,

New Law Increases Levy on Corpo- 
rations and Provides for a 
Tax’ dn Nonresidents.

ALBANY, May 15.—About, 500,000 per- 
sons in the State having incomes of 
$1,000 a year or more will pay the 
State on or before March 15 next ap- 
proximately $40,000,000 under the new 
incomé tax law signed today by ways 
ernor Smith. \ 

Other measures in the legislative tax 
program designed to fill again a much 
depleted State Treasury, including the 
mes of all 
manufacturing and mercantil® corpora- 
tions and the non-resident decedents 
estate tax were also approved. today by 
the Governor. 

The income tax provides a graduated 
scale of 1 per cent..on incomes up*to 
$10,000, 2 per cent. ‘up to’ $50,000, and 
3 per.cent: above $50,000, payable at 
the same time as the Federal income 
tax. It is to be imposed on single per- 
sons receiving more than $1,000 a year, 
and on, married persons earning more 
than $2099. Provision is made fer $200 
exemption. for each dependent of a 
married person. 
| State officials, freed from™”impost un- 
der the “Federal act, must contribute 
under the State law, and the only per- 
sons exempted from payment are Fed- 
eral employes. Nonresidents will be 
taxed on their entire income unless the 
laws of their home State reciprocate, 
no exemptions being permitted them. 

The new statute is to be administered 
by the State Controller. In many es- 
sential respects it resembles the Federal 
income .tax law. In so far as they af- 
fect the majority of taxpayers, gross 
and net incomes will mean the same 
under both laws, as the deductions and 
exemptions are in substantial accord. 

Corporations are not. included, and 
although partnerships must file a return 
they are taxed cnly as individuals, as 
under the Federal. laws. A return on in- 
comes from estates and trusts must be 
made by the fiduciary. Unlike the Fed- 
eral statute, the entire net income of 
non-residents earned in this State is 
taxable—2 per cent. of salaries of $1,000 
or over being withheld by their employ- 
ers—‘‘ withholding agents.”’ 

The receipts will be divided ‘equally 
between the State and localities based 
on the assessed valuation of realty, and 
not according te amounts collected. 
Utmost secrecy of the returns is assured 
under heavy penalty similar to failure to 
make return or pay the tax. Arrange- 
ments are being made to organize the 
work, and already a series of practical 
Questions and answers interpreting the 
law are being prepared for distribution 
shortly. ; 

More than $8,000,000 revenue will be 
added to the’ State Treasury from the 
corporation net income tax amendment, 
corporation statute, enacted in 1917, to 
include, all business corporations, other 
than public service, insurance, and 
moneyed corporations. It also increases 
the rate from 3 to 4% ‘per cent. Last

WASHINGTON, May. 15.—In a confer- 
ence with Secretary of the Interior Lane 
today Republican and Democratic lead- 
ers agreed to expedite the passage of a 
bill to provide land settlements for sol- 
diers. Those in conference included Speak- 
er Clark, Representative F. W. Mondell, 
Republican leader of the House, and 
Senator Smoot. These men expressed 
approval of the plan advanced by Secre- 


‘}tary Lane in the last session, and within 


the next few weeks Mr. Mondell will in- 
troduce a bill to authorize an appropria- 
tion of $500,000,000 for this work. Ex- 
Speaker Clark will support the legisla- 


\ tion, and Senator Smoot is expected to 


urge the matter in the Sénate. 

In brief, it is planned to reclaim wast 
and cutover lands in each State. and 
if possible éncourage soldiers and sail- 
ors to work in reclamation work and ob- 
tain thereby, in necessary cases, ‘suffi- 
cient money to make the first invest- 
ments in these farm lands. The farm 
section will be developed in such a way 
as.to foster the building up of small 
communities where schools can be pro- 
vided: It is the intention of the {ov-|M. 
ernment ‘to pay $4 to $5 a day four’ rec- 
lamation work and to give the soldiers 
and sailors preference in the land allot- 
ments. 

Under the regulations to be made by 
Secretary i« the Interior Lane the Gov- 
ernment will dend $2,500 to the settlers, 
divided as follows: $1,200 for buildings, 
$800 for machinery, and $500 for horses 
or tractors. These loans cannot be ob- 


tained unless the settler furnishés in one 
case 25: per cent. and in the other 50 per 
cent. of the amount. The first peyerent

PREDICT BEEF PRICE FALL. 


Producers Reach Chicago for Con-’ 
ference with Packers. 


Special to The New York Times, 

CHICAGO, May 15.—That the price of 
beef has reached its peak and must nec- 
essarily decline while the top price of 
pork is still to come, are the opinions 
expressed today by delegates arriving to 
attend a meeting of a committee of live 
stock producers representing the entire 


country, which will organize to co-oper- 
ate with the packers in a program of 
voluntary regulation of the meat indus- 
try. 

“Every one recognizes that prices 
must decline,’ said B. C. Biggerstaff of 
Kansas City. ‘‘ We are not combining 
to keep prices up. We are uniting to 
stimulate production. The first effect 
upon meat prices which will-be felt as 
a result of the establishment of the 
world commerce on a peace basis will be 
in beef.’’ 

The agreement between livestock prod- 
ucers and packers will attempt to con- 
tinue under voluntary regulation the 
chief benefits which were established by 
a Food Administration control last 

March. On the joint committee ‘which 
will direct the agreement the packers 
will have ten members and the producers 
fifteen. Thomas BE. Wilson is President 
of the, committee.
